Premier Bennett has informed the Na- 
tional Highways Association that the Do- 
minion does not propose to take over the 
Mount Robson Park from British Colum- 
bia, nor does it intend to assist in building 
a highway from Jasper through that area 
“in the immediate future.” 

This is interpreted by Mayor Douglas 
as not meaning that the Government has 
abandoned its plans to build from Jasper 
to the western boundary of the Jasper 
Park, an interpretation which seems rea- 
sonable. What it apparently does mean 
is that the program of the Government 
ends with the western boundary of Jasper 
Park, and that its arrangements with Bri- 
tish Columbia end at Valemount, forty 
miles from that point.

Valemount, some forty miles from Jasper 
Park, the Dominion bearing half the co 
an enterprise that has neither rhyme, rea- 
son nor pretext aside from an intention to 
carry it through to the Park and make it 
an inlet and outlet for Park traffic. 

If the explanation that the Dominion 
is too hard up to help link Jasper with 
Valemount through the Mount Robson 
Park seems to lack conviction in face of 
these facts, that is hardly a case to ex- 
cite wonder. The one thing it does make 
plain to Edmonton and central Alberta is 
that it would be quite useless to expect the 


Dominion to give assistance toward the 
completion of the Jasper Trail. If no 
more money is to be spent on mountain 
highway building, which creates employ- 
ment for more men, it cannot be supposed 


that federal money would be granted to 
carry the Jasper Trail through the foot- 
hills to the eastern boundary of the Park 
Any hope that the Dominion would deal 
fairly with Alberta in that respect appar- 
ently has to be abandoned. 

The broad meaning of this is that so 
far aS Alberta is concerned the building 
of the Trans-Canada highway system is 
doing almost nothing, and will do almost 
nothing, to enlarge the volume of employ- 
ment, The Banff-Jasper highway is not 
part of the Trans-Canada system. That is 
a Park improvement undertaking, and 
stands by itself The ‘Trans-Canada 


crosses Alberta from Walsh to Banff
